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Colombia seeks to rescue 
abducted Chinese workers 


BOGOTA, Colombia (AFP) - 
Colombia launched a major 
military and police operation 
Thursday to try to rescue four 
Chinese oil workers abducted 
by suspected leftist guerrillas 
in a remote southern jungle re¬ 
gion. 

A land and air operation 
was under way around the 
town of San Vicente del 
Caguan, a longtime stronghold 
of the leftist Revolutionary 
Armed Forces of Colombia 
(FARC) guerrillas that govern¬ 
ment forces retook in 2002. 

The Chinese employees — 
three engineers and a translator 
working for the British oil 
company Emerald Energy — 
were taken hostage on 
Wednesday, removed from 
their vehicle by seven guerril¬ 
las, thought to be FARC. 

The kidnappers released the 
Colombian driver, who two 
hours later informed company 
officials and police. 

Colombia said it has de- 
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ployed its elite Omega joint 
task force — comprised of 
army, air force and marine 
units, and which operates 
mostly in the south of the 
country — to search for the ab¬ 
ducted men. 

The FARC, which has been 
at war with the Colombian 
government since 1964, is the 
country's oldest and largest 
leftist group, with an estimated 
8,000 combatants. Several 
other guerrilla groups, how¬ 
ever, operate in the country. 

Last year, 282 people were 
kidnapped in Colombia, a 32 
percent increase compared to 
the previous year, according to 
official figures. 

Criminals were responsible 
for most of the kidnappings — 


57 percent — compared to 35 
percent for leftist guerrillas. 

Earlier this year, Colom¬ 
bian President Juan Manuel 
Santos warned that foreign 
multinationals would be 
kicked out of the country if 
they paid ransoms to guerrillas 
or criminal gangs for protec¬ 
tion or to ransom kidnapped 
workers. 

That warning, in March, 
came after more than 20 em¬ 
ployees of South American 
Exploration, a subcontractor of 
Canadian oil company Talis¬ 
man Energy and Colombia's 
Ecopetrol, were freed by their 
kidnappers, with Santos noting 
there was talk among the freed 
hostages of a ransom of some 
$2.6 million. 


Kazakh candidate says 
Lagarde's IMF victory 
a 'done deal' 


LONDON, England (AFP) - 
The Kazakh candidate for the 
leadership of the International 
Monetary Fund (IMF) said es- 
terday he believed it was a 
"done deal" that the top job 
would go to France's Christine 
Lagarde. 

In an interview with Bri¬ 
tain's Daily Telegraph news¬ 
paper, Grigory Marchenko, 
who heads the National Bank 
of Kazakhstan, said he be¬ 
lieved the Group of Eight de¬ 
veloped countries had agreed 
to back the French finance 
minister. 

"There's a lot of informa¬ 
tion coming from different 
sources which is implying that 
there's agreement between G8 
countries about support for 
Madame Lagarde, and if coun¬ 
tries which together have more 
than 60 percent of the vote 
have agreed to support one 
candidate, then it's more or less 
a done deal," he told the paper. 

He added: "Whether this

deal was reached several 
months ago, or whether it was 
reached in May in Deauville in 
France (at a G8 summit), it's 
pretty clear the deal has been 
reached." 

Marchenko has the support 
of the former Soviet bloc but 
could back out of the race as 
early as this evening, accord¬ 
ing to the newspaper. 

Although Mexico's central 
bank governor Agustin 
Carstens remains a candidate, 
Marchenko expressed disap¬ 
pointment that developing na¬ 
tions had not come together to 
choose a single candidate who 
would have a better chance of 
winning. 

"Another thing that's clear, 
and sad, is that developing 
countries are not in a position 
to come up with a single can¬ 
didate," he said. "If developing 
nations unite around a single 
candidate, I would be more 
than happy to support him or 
her.” 


CHIHUAHUA, Mexico 
(AFP) - A Mexican convoy 
protesting violence triggered 
by a military crackdown on 
drug cartels was Thursday to 
arrive in Ciudad Juarez on the 
final leg of its 3,000-kilometer 
(1,860-mile) journey. 

The peace caravan of about 
20 buses, led by famed poet 
and journalist turned protest- 
organizer Javier Sicilia, 
reached northern Chihuahua, 
where the demonstrators 
erected a huge wooden cross 
outside the local government 
offices, marking the spot 
where a local man, Marisela 
Escobedo, was killed by a gun¬ 
man in December while 
protesting against the release 


of his daughter's killer. 

The convoy will then head 
to Ciudad Juarez, Mexico's 
most violent city, which bor¬ 
ders the United States. 

Its arrival in Ciudad Juarez 
comes amid a new spurt of vi¬ 
olence Thursday, when 21 bod¬ 
ies were found strewn around 
Morelia in western Mexico, 
several bearing warning notes, 
just a few days after the peace 
caravan passed through. 

Police said some of the vic¬ 
tims' faces were covered by 
tape and some showed signs of 
torture. 

The city of one million is 
considered the most violent in 
Mexico, with more than 3,100 
murders in 2010.

South American ash cloud becomes 
major disruption 




BUENOS AIRES, Argentina 
(AFP) - The vast ash cloud 
spewing from Chile’s Puyehue 
volcano caused major disrup¬ 
tion to South American air 
travel yesterday, grounding 
hundreds of flights and upset¬ 
ting regional diplomacy. 

All flights in and out of the 
Argentine capital were halted 
as well as most arriving or de¬ 
parting the Uruguayan capital 
Montevideo, forcing President 
Jose Mujica to postpone a 
Buenos Aires meeting with his 
Argentine counterpart. 

As the travel misery inten¬ 
sified, organizers were also 
forced to postpone today’s first 


annual meeting in Buenos 
Aires of finance ministers from 
the Union of South American 
Nations (UNASUR) regional 
bloc. No new date was set. 

"Humans make plans, but 
God has the final word," the 
Uruguayan leader, Mujica, 
said on his weekly radio pro¬ 
gram. 

The volcano, which rum¬ 
bled to life on Saturday for the 
first time since 1960, is high in 
the Andes mountains 870 kilo¬ 
meters (540 miles) south of the 
Chilean capital Santiago, near 
the border with Argentina. 

Northeasterly winds have 
spread the ash across much of 


southern Argentina — threaten¬ 
ing to hurt tourism in the 
mountains at the start of the 
winter ski season — as well as 
into Uruguay and southern 
Brazil. 

Chilean volcano monitors 
said Puyehue was belching ash 
columns that reached nearly 
7.5 kilometers (4.6 miles) into 
the skyA 

A Buenos Aires aviation 
official said the ash was some 
9,000 meters (29,000 feet) 
above the Argentine capital 
and pointed out that planes fly 
on average at 10,000 meters 
(33,000 feet). 


ORANJESTAD - Min¬

The minister ex¬ 
plained to Parliament 
yesterday that since 
2007 there is a procla¬ 
mation that the Nether¬ 
lands is complying with, 
which states that the use of 
asbestos is prohibited and 
that wherever there still is as¬ 
bestos that his must be re¬ 
moved and be safely 
discarded. 

Also, the disposal of as¬ 
bestos material must be dis¬ 
posed of in a particular 
manner in an effort to safe¬ 
guard the environment and 
those in the vicinity. 

Those who must dispose 
of this material must make 
contact with DIP - the gov¬ 
ernment department in charge 
with infrastructure and plan¬ 
ning - who will follow up on 
this with their trained staff. 


They will provide the neces¬ 
sary instruction on how to 
proceed with the disposal and 
at the same time supervise 
the entire process to guaran¬ 
tee that the required protocol 
is followed. 

Based on this, the govern¬ 
ment is conducting an analy¬ 
sis of how many houses on 
Aruba still have asbestos 
roofs. Aruba is intent on im¬ 
plementing the same proce¬ 
dure as in the Netherlands. 
There the Dutch government 
made a certain amount of 
money available to help those 
who needed to replace their 
asbestos roofs with some 
other safe roof covering.

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Unemployment in Aruba 
down in 2010 by 22%! 


ORANJESTAD — Minister 
of Labor, Otmar Oduber, re¬ 
ferring to a document in con¬ 
cept form, regarding a study 
conducted on the 2010 labor 
market, indicated that despite 
the fact that the figures are 
not all in, he was making a 
copy available to Parliament 
in keeping with his transpar¬ 
ent policy. 

According to the Minister, 
in 2007 there were 859 per¬ 
sons registered as not em¬ 
ployed, and in 2008 this 
number increased to 1345 
persons unemployed. Then in 
2009 this number rose even 
more to a whopping 1825 
registered unemployed per¬ 
sons. However, as of 2010 
they were successful in re¬ 
ducing the number of unem¬ 
ployed citizens on Aruba by 
almost 22%. His objective is 
to continue to work towards 
reducing the number of un¬ 
employed to even more than 
what it is today so that the 
majority of our citizens are in 
the labor force. 

The report also refers to 
the large number of petitions 
for the dismissal of emplo¬ 


yees from the 
labor force. In 
2007 there were 
121 petitions for 
dismissal, in 2008 
this went up to 
312, and in 2009 
this increased 
even more to 805 
persons who were 
laid off from 
work. Now, in 
2010 the number 
of petitions for 
lay off went down 
to 649, which is a 
reduction of al¬ 
most 22%. 

The Depart¬ 
ment of Labor re¬ 
gistered almost 
600 unemployed 
persons in the age 
range of 16 to 30 
years for 2010. 
Remarkable 
about these fig¬ 
ures is that the 
majority of these 
600 persons are 
young people who did not 
finish school but who are 
school drop outs. 

It is for this reason; the 
Minister reported that they 
reorganized the Department 
of Labor. 

Now they can more effec¬ 
tively address this matter and 
help more people find work. 

Because the Department 
is also involved in research 
and investigation, they are 
better equipped to handle any 
situation. This, he said was 
lacking for many years. He is 
convinced that without the 
proper figures it is impossi¬ 
ble to stipulate a manage¬ 
ment philosophy. This year 
alone there will be some 15 
reports and an investigation 
on the phenomena of ‘cheap 
labor.’ 
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Murder suspect Joran van der Sloot 
reportedly has a girl friend 


LIMA, Peru — The father of 
Van der Sloot’s victim 
Stephany Flores reports that 
“We know this girl has been 
seeing him for several weeks 
now”. Mr Flores says she is an 
employee at the casino where 
Joran met Stephany. The 
young woman reportedly helps 
Joran with all kinds of day-to- 
day affairs. She was at his side 
the whole time during Wednes¬ 
day’s court hearing. 

The hearing was the first 
time Ricardo Flores came eye- 
to-eye with Joran van der 
Sloot, who is accused of 
killing Stephany Flores more 
than a year ago. Mr Flores said 


he could not stand being in the 
same room with the suspect. “I 
had to leave the room, I could 
not stand it” Mr Flores said. 

The trial was adjourned be¬ 
cause Mr van der Sloot still 
had not been assigned an inter¬ 
preter and because of the re¬ 
signation of his attorney 
Maximo Altez. However, dur¬ 
ing the hearing Mr Van der 
Sloot, who lived on the island 
of Aruba for years, was able to 
address the court in fluent 
Spanish. 

Mr Flores refuses to believe 
that Maximo Altez has actually 
resigned as Joran van der 
Sloot’s attorney. He believes it 


is all part of the lawyer’s strat¬ 
egy. 

According to the victim’s 
father, the young Dutchman 
looked well-fed. He is report¬ 
edly running a small business 
in prison. Mr Flores’ attorney 
says it’s probably a snacks and 
soft drinks stand.

Wrinkles can predict 
woman’s bone break risk 


HP’s TouchPad going on sale in US 
on July 1 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Wrinkles on a woman's face 
may be able to predict how 
likely she is to suffer from 
bone fractures, according to a 
US study released Monday. 

That’s because the level of 
proteins in the skin and bones 
are linked, so if a woman's 
face and neck are severely 
wrinkled, she faces a higher 
risk of bone breakage due to 
bone density loss, said Yale 
University researchers. 

Researchers examined 114 
early post-menopausal 
women, whose last menstrual 
period was within three 
years, as part of an ongoing 
clinical trial at numerous sites 
in the United States. 

They measured the 
women's skin at 11 locations 
on the face and neck, both vi¬ 
sually and using a device 
known as a durometer to as¬ 
sess how rigid the skin was 
on the forehead and cheek. 

Bone mass and density 
were measured with a 
portable ultrasound and X- 
ray. 

"We found that deepening 
and worsening skin wrinkles 
are related to lower bone den¬ 
sity among the study partici¬ 
pants," said Lubna Pal, 
associate professor in the De¬ 
partment of Obstetrics, Gyne¬ 


cology and Reproductive 
Science at Yale School of 
Medicine. 

"The worse the wrin¬ 
kles, the lesser the bone 
density, and this relation¬ 
ship was independent of 
age or of factors known 
to influence bone mass." 

More resilient skin 
was linked to better bone 
density, said the study re¬ 
leased at the Endocrine 
Society meeting in the north¬ 
eastern city of Boston, Mas¬ 
sachusetts. 

"Our findings that the ap¬ 
pearance and physical prop¬ 
erties of the skin can reflect 
the quality of the skeleton are 
noteworthy because this may 
allow clinicians to identify 
fracture risk in post¬ 
menopausal women 'at a 
glance' without depending on 
costly tests," said Pal. 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
computer giant Hewlett- 
Packard announced on 
Thursday that its rival to 
Apple's hot-selling iPad, the 
HP TouchPad, will go on sale 
in the United States on July 1. 

The touchscreen tablet 
computer, which is powered 
by the webOS software plat¬ 
form bought from Palm, will 
be available in Britain, 
France, Ireland and Germany 
a few days later and in 
Canada in mid-July, HP said 
in a statement. 

The device will go on sale 
in Australia, Hong Kong, 
Italy, New Zealand, Singa¬ 
pore and Spain later this year, 
the Palo Alto, California- 
based HP said. 

HP said the version of the 
TouchPad which goes on sale 
in the United States next 
month will be Wi-Fi only. 

Apple offers both Wi-Fi 
and 3G versions of the iPad. 
HP said that it will be team¬ 
ing up with AT&T to intro¬ 



duce a 3G version of the 
TouchPad later this year. 

A TouchPad with 16 giga¬ 
bytes of internal storage will 
sell for $499.99 in the United 
States while a 32GB version 
will sell for $599.99, HP said. 

It said pricing for other 
countries will be revealed 
later.

Climate change ’will cut water for 
farmers’: UN 


ROME (AFP) - The UN food 
agency on Thursday warned 
climate change will restrict 
the availability of water for 
farming in decades to come, 
including in the Mediter¬ 
ranean region, and urged 
governments to take action. 

A report by the Food and 
Agriculture Organisation 
(FAO) said climate change 
will reduce river runoff and 
aquifer recharges, adding that 
the loss of glaciers "will 
eventually impact the amount 
of surface water available." 

The report said that in 
Asia "large areas of irrigated 
land that rely on snowmelt 
and mountain glaciers for 


water will also be affected." 

"Heavily populated river 
deltas are at risk from a com¬ 
bination of reduced water 
flows, increased sanity and 
rising sea levels," it added. 

FAO also found that while 
increased temperatures will 
lengthen the growing season 
in northern temperate zones 
they will reduce it almost 
everywhere else, leading the 
yield potential and water pro¬ 
ductivity of crops to decline. 

It said governments 
should improve the ability of 
countries to measure their 
water resources, as well as 
encourage farmers to change 
their cropping patterns to 


allow earlier or later planting 
and reduce their water use. 

"Farm size and access to 
capital set the limits for the 
scope and extent of adapta¬ 
tion and change at farm 
level," the report said.

What you eat affects the air 
you exhale. Avoid certain 
foods, such as garlic and 
onions, that contribute to ob¬ 
jectionable breath odor. 
Brushing and mouthwash will 
only mask the odor temporar- 
ily. 

Brush and floss daily so 
particles of food don't remain 
in the mouth, collecting bacte¬ 
ria while rotting. 

Prevent dry mouth, which 
may be caused by various 
medications, salivary gland 
problems, or continuously 
breathing through the mouth. 
Use an artificial saliva (pre¬ 
scribed by your dentist), chew 
sugarless candy or gum, and 
increase your fluid intake. 

Stop using tobacco prod¬ 
ucts. Ask your dentist for tips 
on kicking the habit.

EHEC on Dutch beetroot sprouts not same strain 
as in Germany 



Traces of the EHEC bacteria 
have been found on beetroot 
sprouts from a Dutch grower, 
EU officials said on Wednes¬ 
day evening. 

The sprouts are not carrying 
the same variant of the bacteria 
as has killed some 25 people in 
Germany, but all produce from 


that grower is being removed 
from the supermarket shelves 
as a precautionary measure, 
health minister Edith Schip- 
pers told Radio 1 news. 

According to the Telegraaf, 
earlier this week, food safety 
inspectors found traces of 
EHEC on sprouts from the 


same company. 

The European Union in¬ 
formed the Netherlands late 
Wednesday that contaminated 
beet sprouts had been found in 
Germany, and tests in the 
Netherlands confirmed it. 

There are hundreds of E. 
coli bacteria strains in nature, 


but only a few are deadly to 
humans and the bacteria is 
more commonly known as a 
source of food poisoning or se¬ 
vere stomach problems. 

Beetroot sprouts are 
sprouted beetroot seeds which 
can be eaten in salads or used 
as decoration.

Leona Helmsley's 
millionaire dog dies 


NEW YORK CITY (AFP) - 
’’Trouble,” the pooch who in¬ 
herited $12 million from 
hotel mogul Leona Helmsley, 
has died, heading to the hunt¬ 
ing grounds in the sky and 
leaving a trail of money and 
legal disputes behind. 

The pampered Maltese 
bitch with a curly off-white 
coat died December 13, 
spokeswoman Eileen Sulli¬ 
van said, but news only 
emerged yesterday. 

She was 12 in human 
years, or 84 in doggie years, 
just shy of the 87 years at 
which her eccentric mistress 
and benefactor Helmsley 


died in 2007. 

’’She was cremated, and 
her remains are being pri¬ 
vately retained,” Sullivan 
said. The remaining funds 
held in trust for ’’Trouble” 
have gone to The Leona M. 
and Harry B. Helmsley Char¬ 
itable Trust. 

When Helmsley died she 
left her adored companion 
$12 million, but a New York 
judge agreed she had been 
mentally incompetent and 
knocked down that fortune to 
a mere $2 million, while 
boosting the inheritance left 
to Helmsley’s human family 
and to charity.

Air France mega-order split between 
Airbus, Boeing: source

PARIS, France (AFP) - Air 
France-KLM will split a key 
order for 100 long-haul carri¬ 
ers between Europe’s Airbus 
and US rival Boeing, a source 
close to the deal said yester¬ 
day. 

’’The final result will un¬ 
doubtedly be a balanced result 
between the two construc¬ 
tors,” the source told AFP. 

The Franco-Dutch airline 
is planning to purchase a hun¬ 
dred carriers to replace aging 
Airbus A340s and McDonnell 
Douglas MD-lls, constituting 
a major prize for the chosen 
supplier, or suppliers. 

The bill will be in the tens 
of billions of dollars when the 
details of the order are an¬ 
nounced, something which is 
expected to happen next 
month. 

French parliamentary 
deputy Bernard Carayon has 
launched a petition calling on 


Air France to choose the twin- 
jet A350, designed as Airbus' 
answer to the much delayed 
Boeing 787 Dreamliner, for its 
mega-deal. 

By yesterday a hundred 
deputies from across the poli¬ 
tical spectrum had signed the 
petition, almost a fifth of the 
chamber. 

Junior transport minister 


Thierry Mariani promised that 
"French industry would be 
taken into account,” in the 
awarding of the contract. 

The French state holds a 
15.7 percent stake in Air 
France-KLM. 

Among its current fleet, 
Air France-KLM has 73 Boe¬ 
ing planes against 35 Airbus 
carriers 


US top court rules against 
Microsoft in patent case 


Oil prices rise on OPEC supply 


concerns 

LONDON (AFP) - Oil prices 
firmed slightly on Thursday 
owing to prospects of tight 
supplies after OPEC main¬ 
tained its output ceiling ahead 
of an expected pick-up in en¬ 
ergy demand later in the year, 
analysts said. 

New York’s main contract, 
light sweet crude for July, 
gained $1.19 to $101.93 a 
barrel. 

London's Brent North Sea 
crude for delivery in July rose 
$1.72 to $119.57 a barrel. 

OPEC's heated meeting in 


Vienna on Wednesday re¬ 
sulted in the cartel’s official 
output target remaining at 
24.84 million barrels per day 
(bpd), where it has stood since 
January 2009. 

That announcement sent 
oil prices rocketing two dol¬ 
lars on Wednesday. Traders 
had speculated that the 12-na¬ 
tion Organization of the Pe¬ 
troleum Exporting Countries 
(OPEC) would boost its pro¬ 
duction quota to help cool oil 
prices and in turn boost eco¬ 
nomic recovery. 


Premier League income tops £2bn 


LONDON (AFP) - Premier 
League clubs' revenues 
smashed through the £2 bil¬ 
lion barrier for the first time 
last year but soaring wages re¬ 
main a concern for the world's 
richest league, a study re¬ 
ported on Thursday. 

The 20th Annual Review 
of Football Finance from De- 
loitte reported that Premier 
League clubs earned £2.030 
million in 2009/10, a figure 
which is expected to rise to 
£2.2 billion in 2010/2011 
when new television deals 
kick in. 


However the report cau¬ 
tioned that the increase in rev¬ 
enues of A£49 million was 
outstripped by the rise in total 
wage costs of A£64 million, 
taking total payroll costs to 
more than A£1.4 billion or 68 
percent of revenues. 

Other figures in the report 
showed record pre-tax losses 
in the Premier League clubs 
of £445 million overall, with 
gross transfer spending down 
by more than 20 percent from 
the record £713 million in 
2008-09 to £559 million last 
season. 


African Union calls for non- 
European IMF chief 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
US Supreme Court upheld a 
$290 million patent infringe¬ 
ment verdict against US soft¬ 
ware giant Microsoft on 
Thursday in a closely 
watched case brought by a 
small Canadian company. 

Toronto-based i4i Inc. 
sued the Redmond, Washing- 
ton-based Microsoft in 
March 2007 claiming that 
some versions of popular 
Word software violated 
patent rights it held to XML 
technology. 

In December 2009, a US 


Court of Appeals upheld a 
jury verdict and lower court 
ruling in the case ordering 
Microsoft to pay $290 mil¬ 
lion to i4i. 

Microsoft was accused by 
i4i of infringing on a 1998 
XML patent in its Word 2003 
and Word 2007 programs. 
Word uses XML, or Extensi¬ 
ble Markup Language, to 
open .XML, .DOCX, and 
.DOCM files. 

Microsoft wanted defen¬ 
dants in infringement cases to 
be able to prove a patent in¬ 
valid by showing a "prepon¬ 


derance of evidence," rather 
than the tougher standard of 
"clear and convincing evi¬ 
dence" that it was held to in 
this case. 

The Supreme Court dis¬ 
agreed and unanimously up¬ 
held the appeals court ruling 
on Thursday. 

In a statement following 
the ruling, Microsoft said it 
would continue to seek to 
change the law. 

"This case raised an im¬ 
portant issue of law which 
the Supreme Court itself had 
questioned in an earlier deci¬ 
sion and which we believed 
needed resolution," a Mi¬ 
crosoft spokesman said. 

"While the outcome is 
not what we had hoped for, 
we will continue to advocate 
for changes to the law that 
will prevent abuse of the 
patent system and protect in¬ 
ventors who hold patents 
representing true innova¬ 
tion," he said. 


NAIROBI, (AFP) - The African 
Union said Thursday that the 
next head of the International 
Monetary Fund (IMF) should 
be a non-European and in par¬ 
ticular an African, in a break 
with Europe's strangehold of 
the post. 

Today is the deadline for 
nominations for the next man¬ 
aging director of the IMF after 
Dominique Strauss-Kahn re¬ 
signed last month. 

"The African Union be¬ 
lieves that it is now time for a 
non-European, particularly an 
African, to be at the helm of 
the IMF... ," the pan-African 
body said in a statement. 

French Finance Minister 
Christine Lagarde is seen as 
the leading contender for the 
post and has been on a world 
tour to make her case. 

Last month IMF directors from 


Brazil, Russia, India, China 
and South Africa — the so- 
called BRICS economies — 
also said Europe's longstand¬ 
ing exclusive deal to lead the 
IMF "undermines the legiti¬ 
macy of the Fund."

Japan's Hello Kitty resolves bunny 
battle with Miffy

TOKYO, Japan (AFP) - The 
Japanese company behind 
Hello Kitty has agreed with 
the Dutch creator of bunny 
character Miffy to end a copy¬ 
right row and instead donate 
legal costs to victims of the 
March quake and tsunami. 

An Amsterdam court in 
November 2010 ordered San- 
rio to halt production and sales 
of Cathy — Kitty’s rabbit friend 
— merchandise in the Nether¬ 
lands, Belgium and Luxem¬ 
bourg after finding the 


Japanese bunny closely resem¬ 
bled Miffy, created by a Dutch 
children's author in the 1950s. 

Sanrio argued no such in¬ 
fringement had taken place 
and appealed the injunction 
which had been sought by 
Mercis, the Dutch copyright 
management firm acting for 
Miffy's creator Dick Bruna. 

But after a lengthy dispute 
the two companies issued a 
joint press release announcing 
that they had reached "a 
worldwide settlement ending 


all legal disputes" and spelling 
the end for Cathy. 

"Mercis and Sanrio prefer 
to donate the money that 
should be spent on legal pro¬ 
ceedings, to the reconstruction 
and recovery of Japan," they 
said. 

"At its own free will, San¬ 
rio will cease and desist from 
the use of the character 
Cathy," they said, adding the 
two companies would "make 
considerable efforts to keep a 
respectful distance from each 
other's characters." 

They will jointly donate 
150,000 euros ($220,000) to¬ 
wards Japanese reconstruction 
efforts. 

Miffy was created in 1955, 
while Cathy has been mar¬ 
keted since 1976 as one of the 
friends of Hello Kitty, a char¬ 
acter that made its debut in in 
1974. 

Hello Kitty has since 
spawned a massive global in¬ 
dustry with sales of some 
50,000 Kitty products in 
nearly 60 countries, including 
two theme parks in Japan and 
a third costing $230 million 
planned for China.

Barack Obama's wife will 
play a cameo role to promote 
Joining Forces, which aims to 
boost support for military fam¬ 
ilies, in an episode expected to 
be aired in January. 

"She's guest starring... she's 
going to be talking about her 
Joining Forces initiative," 
Nickelodeon spokeswoman 


Adriana Lemus told AFP on 
Wednesday. 

Obama appears "in the 
most positive way possible" as 
part of a web chat between the 
show's main character, Carly 
Shay, and her father serving 
overseas in the military, ac¬ 
cording to reports confirmed 
by Lemus. 

The First Lady is expected 
to visit California next week 
for fundraising events, accord¬ 
ing to local media reports.

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Tennis: Nadal, Murray, 
Roddick in Queen's last 
eight

LONDON,England (AFP) - 
Rafael Nadal had to dig deep 
to reach the quarter-finals at 
Queen's with a hard-fought 6- 
3, 5-7, 6-1 win against Czech 
veteran Radek Stepanek on 
Thursday. 

Few players have made 
the switch from clay to grass 
courts more effectively than 
Nadal, but the French Open 
champion is taking a while to 
find his feet on the lush lawns 
of west London as he pre¬ 
pares for the defence of his 
Wimbledon title. 

The top seeded Spaniard 
admits he could do with some 
time off as he is still drained 
by his heroics in Paris and the 
strain showed a little during 
this inconsistent display. 



So far Nadal has struggled 
to recapture the magical shot¬ 
making that dazzled Roger 
Federer in the French Open 
final. 

He looked comfortable 
enough in the first set on 
Thursday and got the only 
break in the fifth game as a 
powerful backhand pass left 
Stepanek rooted to the spot. 

The second set seemed to 
be following a similar pattern 
when Nadal broke for a 3-1 
lead. 

This time Stepanek, aided 
by some sloppy play from 
Nadal, broke back as the 
Spaniard served for the 
match. 

Encouraged by that es¬ 
cape, Stepanek took advan¬ 
tage of a series of Nadal 
double faults to break again 
and then serve out the set. 

At such pressurised mo¬ 
ments Nadal usually finds the 
winning formula. 

So it proved in the final set 
as he finally found some mo¬ 
mentum, breaking twice in 
succession to set up a last 
eight clash against French 
fifth seed Jo-Wilfried Tsonga. 

World number four Andy 
Murray ignored the pain of 
his ankle injury to reach the 
last eight with a 6-4, 7-6 (7/3) 
win over Serbian 14th seed 
Janko Tipsarevic. 

Murray has conceded that 
the recovery time for the lig¬ 
ament and tendon damage he 
sustained at the French Open 
means he should really be 
resting this week, but a desire 
to get plenty of time on grass 
before Wimbledon has forced 


him to ignore his discomfort. 

The 24-year-old, wearing 
a brace on his troublesome 
right ankle and moving cau¬ 
tiously at times, did a reason¬ 
able job of disguising the 
pain as he secured a last eight 
match against Marin Cilic or 
Thomaz Bellucci. 

Elsewhere in the third 
round of the Wimbledon 
warm-up, Andy Roddick re¬ 
mained in the hunt for a 
record fifth Queen's crown 
with a 6-4, 6-4 win over 
South Africa's Kevin Ander¬ 
son. 

The American third seed, 
a three-time Wimbledon fi¬ 
nalist, thrives on grass and he 
did just enough to see off 
15th seed Anderson and seal 
a last eight clash against Fer¬ 
nando Verdasco, who de¬ 
feated David Nalbandian 7-5, 
6 - 1 . 

France's Adrian Mannar- 
ino enjoyed a remarkable 
double success as he reached 
the last eight on his Queen's 
debut. 

Mannarino started the day 
with his second round tie 
against French sixth seed 
Gilles Simon delicately 
poised at one set all 
overnight. 

But Simon had to pull out 
when trailing 3-0 in the final 
set due to a back injury. 

And Mannarino, ranked 
54th in the world, followed 
that success with an even bet¬ 
ter result just hours later as 
the 22-year-old defeated for¬ 
mer US Open champion Juan 
Martin del Potro 7-6 (7/3), 7- 
6 (9/7)

Bolt cruises, Semenya 


outshone at Bislett 
Games 



OSLO, Norway (AFP) - Usain 
Bolt delivered a stunning 
200m victory at the Bislett 
Games on Thursday but Caster 
Semenya was outshone by un¬ 
heralded Moroccan Halima 
Hachlaf in the women's 800m. 

Bolt, the double world and 
Olympic champion and world 
record holder in both the 100 
and 200m, was making his sea¬ 
son's bow in the longer disci¬ 
pline, which he last raced in 
May 2010. 

And the 24-year-old Ja¬ 
maican did not disappoint, 
clocking a world lead time of 
19.86 seconds in the fifth meet 
of the 14-leg Diamond League 
series. 

Bolt, who set a world 
record time of 19.19sec when 
winning the 200m at the 2009 
worlds in Berlin, showed little 
event rustiness, easing into the 
bend and hitting the back 
straight absolutely flying. 


Starting in lane six, the Ja¬ 
maican had caught compatriot 
Mario Forsythe on his outside 
within the first 15 metres, and 
in the final 80 metres there was 
no one to come close to the Ja¬ 
maican. 

Gambian-born Norwegian 
Jaysuma Saidy Ndure finished 
second on 20.43sec, with 
Forsythe taking third 0.06sec 
adrift. 

In the women's 800m, 
Hachlaf produced a formidable 
sprint finish down the home 
stretch to pip Semenya and 
second-placed Russian Mariya 
Savinova in a world lead time 
of lmin 58.27sec 

But Semenya, who stormed 
to victory at the 2009 World 
Athletics Championships but 
was cast into limbo soon after 
until July 2010 because of al¬ 
legations over her true gender, 
was happy with her perform¬ 
ance.

Red Sox beat Yankees for division lead 



NEW YORK (AFP) - David 
Ortiz hit one of Boston's three 
home runs as the Red Sox 
continued their 2011 domi¬ 
nance of the New York Yan¬ 
kees with an 11 -6 victory that 
put Boston atop the American 
League East division. 

Carl Crawford and J.D. 
Drew also connected, both in 
the ninth inning. Jacoby Ells- 
bury had three hits and 
Adrian Gonzalez added two 
RBIs for Boston. 

Facing his most familiar 
foe in Boston hurler Tim 
Wakefield, Yankees icon 
Derek Jeter finished 1 for 5 to 
move within 11 hits of 3,000 
for his career. 

Jeter had a run-scoring 
double but also grounded into 
a rally-killing double play. 

Alex Rodriguez homered 
in the fourth, but the injury- 
hit Yankees have lost seven 
of eight meetings with their 
old rivals this season, includ¬ 
ing all five at home. 

The last time the Red Sox 
won their first five road 
games against the Yankees in 
a season was 1912, on the 
way to a World Series title. 

They won three in a row at 
Yankee Stadium May 13-15. 

"We play these guys so 
much. If you don't play well 
they're going to beat you," 
Jeter said. "They've out¬ 
played us. They have a good 
team. The bottom line is they 
can hit and they can pitch. 
They can do a little bit of 
everything." 

The bad news started for 


New York even before the 
game as they announced that 
pitcher Joba Chamberlain is 
expected to miss at least three 
weeks with a strained muscle 
in his right arm. 

The Yankees scratched 
catcher Russell Martin from 


the contest with a sore back. 

The Yankees can at least 
take heart from their experi¬ 
ence in 2009, when they 
started 0-8 against the Red 
Sox but went on to win the 
World Series. 

The Red Sox aren't with¬ 
out injury concerns. Second 
baseman Dustin Pedroia was 
headed back to Boston for an 
exam of his sore right knee. 

He'll be absent on Thurs¬ 
day when the Red Sox will 
go for their second sweep at 
Yankee Stadium in a month. 
Boston send Josh Becket to 
the mound against Yankees 
ace CC Sabathia. 

Beckett has beaten 
Sabathia and the Yankees 
twice in two superb starts this 
season.

Amir Khan closes in on 
unification showdown 



LOS ANGELES (AFP) - 
Britain's Amir Khan is confi¬ 
dent that he will move closer 
to becoming the undisputed 
world super lightweight 
champion next month by tak¬ 
ing the title of rival champion 
Zab Judah. 

World Boxing Association 
champion Khan, 25-1 with 17 
knockouts, goes for his eighth 
victory in a row on July 23 at 
Las Vegas against US south¬ 
paw Judah, the International 
Boxing Federation champion 
who is 41 -6 with 28 knockouts. 

"Zab is a tricky southpaw 
who has won many world ti¬ 
tles but I don't think this is his 
time," Khan said. "I know 
how to beat Judah. He doesn't 
have the hunger that I do. I 
don’t think he can take the 
belt off me." 

Judah, who at 33 is nine 
years older than Khan, was 
the undisputed world welter¬ 
weight champion six years 
ago. 

"I'm ready and focused," 
Judah said. "It was a long 
road back to the top, but this 
is what a champion is made 


of. When they are knocked 
down, they rise back up to the 
top." 

"Amir can deal with a loss 
right now. It's 'Super' Judah 
time." 

Khan's trainer, Freddie 
Roach, has already started 
working on a plan to handle 
Judah. 

"Zab has been around for a 
while. He's a very slick south¬ 
paw," Roach said. "But we're 
working on it everyday and 
Amir is way ahead of sched¬ 
ule." 

Since losing to country¬ 
man Josh Clottey in a 2008 
IBF welterweight title fight, 
Judah has won five fights in a 
row and the Khan fight will 
be his fourth in just a year and 
a week. 

"I've beat a guy from Mex¬ 
ico (Jose Santa Cruz), from 
Argentina (Lucas Matthysse), 
from Africa (South African 
Kaiser Mabuza for the IBF 
crown in March) and now I 
will beat a guy from the 
United Kingdom," Judah said. 

"Just call me the interna¬ 
tional assassin." 

Helping Judah try to back 
up his boasts is retired boxing 
legend Pernell "Sweet Pea" 
Whitaker, now Judah's 
trainer. 

"He's a great fighter, one 
of the best in the world 
today," Whitaker said. "We 
still have work to do. This is 
just the beginning. He's back 
in training camp working for 
something. He's getting in 
that ring to unify the titles."

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Austin vows CONCACAF fight as FIFA row rumbles on 


ST. JAMES (AFP) - Lisle 
Austin, the acting president 
of CONCACAF, North 
American football's govern¬ 
ing body, vowed on Thursday 
to fight his suspension as the 
fallout from the FIFA corrup¬ 
tion scandal took another 
twist. 


In a statement released 
from his native Barbados in 
conjunction with a letter sent 
to FIFA, Austin said he has 
urged FIFA president Sepp 
Blatter to step into the power 
struggle. 

"Earlier this week, I ad¬ 
vised FIFA President Sepp 


Blatter of the actual course of 
events related to the gover¬ 
nance of CONCACAF and 
urged his intervention to en¬ 
sure that the statutes of CON¬ 
CACAF are honored," Austin 
said. 

"Any and all guidance 
from FIFA in resolving the 


unfortunate situation at 
CONCACAF is most wel¬ 
come." 

Austin has "asked Mr. 
Blatter to recognize my rights 
in that role. Further uncer¬ 
tainty will only serve to frus¬ 
trate the goals of 
transparency and reform not 


only for CONFACAF but for 
the sport of association foot¬ 
ball." 

Bin Hammam and Warner 
were suspended and Blatter, 
whose only rival in the vote 
had been bin Hammam, was 
elected unopposed to a fourth 
term.
